MAKING SHOT. 


Method Employed by William Watts, 
the Inventor, Still Used. 
The tower process of making shot 
was invented by William Watts, a 
plumber of Bristol, England, in 1769. 
dis tower was “built” by sawing a 
square hole in the centre of the var 
ous floors of his house, and locating 
a well in the cellar, into which the 
globules of molten lead dropped and 
were instantly cooled and hardened 


Watts secured a patent in 1782 and 
sold his London rights in 1800 for 
$45,665 


His tower is still is use, although 
it has been heightened by the adai- 
tion of several stories, The lead, when 
molten, is poured into a sieve-like 
teceptacle at the top of the tower, 
and these molten drops, falling into 
the well, 120 feet below, form the 
snot, which are then passed through 
a polishing grader. ‘Whey are then 
spiiled from a hopper on to an in- 
clined plane, the perfect shot running 
vn a second plane, while the imper- 
tect drop through an opening between, 
Ihe shot pass over four series of 
planes and only the perfect reach the 
ast plane, 


A larger size than BBB cannot be 
made by this process The larger 
zes, incluaing shrapnel, are mad 
by two different processes In the 
iuedium size a wire of the proper 
naterial is ted into a machine which 
ashes it into a ribbon shape and 
punches irregular formed shot.
